An Act Relative to Annual and Other Reports of City 
and Town Officials 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


Section 1. No city or town, and no department or official of 
any city or town in this commonwealth, shall publish in any annual 
or other report for general distribution to the public, or to the 
citizens of any city or town, the names of persons assisted in any 
way by the poor department of any city or town, or the names of 
any persons receiving aid under the provisions of chapter seventy- 
nine of the Revised Laws and Acts in amendment thereof, and in 
addition thereto, residing in such city or town. 

Section 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage. [Ap- 
proved April 16, 1910.

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


To the School Committee of Sandwich: 


The following is submitted as the twenty-second annual 
report of the Superintendent of Schools and the third that 
I have had the honor to present. 


SCHOOLS 


The work of our schools is being done in a very satis- 
factory manner. We have been exceedingly fortunate in 
having few changes in teachers. In the village schools 
the only change has been in the prineipalship of the High 
school. The return of Miss Irwin, after an absence of four 
years, means much to the school and to the community. One 
has only to visit the school to realize the changed attitude 
of the scholars and the wholesome spirit of co-operation. 
The work of re-adjustment will require time, but if the 
present corps of teachers can be retained, lasting results 
are assured. The report of the High School Principal 
which follows gives a good account of the condition of the 
school. 

The course of study arranged with the advice of the 
State Board of Education, seems well suited to the needs 
of the school. 

The classes in Agriculture under the able direction of 
Mr. Boston, Superintendent of the Faunce Demonstration 
Farm, are doing valuable work, which should have its in- 
fluence on our future citizens. We hope that the time is 
not far distant when community betterment movements and — 
appeal to the home life of each scholar will increase school 
and home ¢o-operation.

TEACHERS’ SALARIES 


Our corps of teachers is an able one, and the work they 
are doing for our children cannot be measured in dollars and 
cents. Hach year it is more difficult to secure teachers for 
the salaries we are paying. Next July the Massachusetts’ 
“‘Retirement System for Public School Teachers’’ will go 
into effect. This provides that a part (not less than $35.00 
or more than $100.00) of the teacher’s salary may be paid 
to the State as a retirement fund. In some towns the com- 
mittees have already voted to increase their teachers’ sal- 


aries to meet this expenditure. We trust that our appro- 


priation for next year will enable us to adjust this matter. 


MUSIC AND DRAWING 

For details of the work in Music and Drawing you are 
referred to the special reports that follow. 

We are exceedingly fortunate in these departments and 
the results of the excellent work of Miss Perry and Miss 
Harvey are becoming more and more evident each year. 
The Cantata given last spring by the High School chorus 
and local soloists was a great credit to our music depart- 
ment. In the work of music and drawing much depends 
upon the attitude of the teachers. I am glad to report a 


_ hearty spirit of co-operation in every school. 


The school work of the year has been made profitable 
and pleasant by the spirit of co-operation and loyalty on 


‘the part of community, parents, teachers and school au- 


thorities.

that the change will induce some boys and girls, who would 
‘otherwise drop out comparatively early, to finish their 
course. Most of the faults of this particular school, as of 
‘many others, can be traced directly to the dawdling habits 
of its students. I hope we are making some progress to- 
wards their elimination, but much remains to be done, and 
there will be good fighting all along this line for some time 
to come. The shortening of the time given to preliminary 
education will help some, perhaps, but after all it is the 
‘minor factor in the problem. It will be further noted 
that, curiously enough, more electives are offered for the 
lower than for the upper classes. This is in recognition of 
the fact that a good many pupils leave school by the end of 
the second year, and that to serve the local needs of the 
town, the school must take thought and make careful pro- 
‘vision for the interests of these students. Hence those 
subjects which are of universal interest in a town like ours, 
uct as Agriculture and Domestic Science have been trans- 
| 


rred from the later to the earlier years. Whether these 
may develop so usefully as to justify their extension up- 

ard remains yet to be seen. Under present conditions 
ia must devote most of the teaching time that belongs to 
‘the upper classes to such subjects as are accepted as en- 
1 ‘ance requirements by the Colleges. Of the sixteen boys 
and girls who now form the higher classes, twelve look for- 
ward with quite definite hopes and ambitions to College or 
Normal school. Since the standardization of the entrance 
| requirements for the latter by the Board of Education, ean- 
didates, while they may offer a rather smaller number of 
‘subjects than the Colleges require, must maintain an equal- 
ly high standard of scholarship in those offered. In this 
connection, I wish to record my earnest conviction, that 
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whoever its principal may be, it should be the unvaryin 
policy of the school not to grant College certificates on 
scholarship rank of less than eighty per cent. It is al 
gether probable that it may be feasible in some eases to i 
sue certificates covering those subjects in which the studer 
has maintained the requisite rank, and to recommend hi 
for examination in others. As to the Massachusetts Nor 
mal schools, we have no choice,—they demand this stanc 
ard. 

The Board of Education is also requiring that all teach 
ers in state-aided high schools shall be College graduate 
If this seems to some rather like the dietum of the indu 
trial world, ‘‘None good without the Union label,’’ we she 
do well to remember, perhaps, that while trades-unionisr 
has been responsible for some ills, when we look back ove: 
its long history, we have to admit that it has promoted thi 
general welfare. | 

No one who believes that one purpose of education is t 
cultivate taste and to inerease the number of ennoblin 
pleasures by which the individual may add to the joy a 
life, could have failed to deplore the status of music in our 
schools at the time | went away. And the change that has 
been wrought in four years is such as to make the heart re 
joice. It would be difficult indeed for me to overstate m: 
appreciation of what Miss Perry has done and is doing fo 
our young people. As regards drawing, conditions usec 
to be much better than in music; we had a good director 
and one of the teachers was able to render adequate assis 
ance. Now Miss Harvey must earry it single-handed anc 
with a larger number of pupils in her.elasses than at an} 
other time within my knowledge of the sehool. Yet 
far as I am competent to judge, there has been a wel 
marked advance in the quality of the work. 
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While it is too early to speak of the results of Mr. Bos- 
ton’s work, it may be said that he and the boys in his 
classes have fitted the greenhouse at the Faunce Farm for 
use as a laboratory; that his ability as a teacher is im- 
mediately manifest to those who hear him conduct a class, 
and that although his school-work is handicapped by the 
fact that it must be sandwiched between other exacting 
labors, it is altogether promising. Some of the boys have 
entered certain contests, set in motion by the Agricultural 
Colleges, for which enticing prizes are offered; since the 
contestants are many and the territory over which they are 
spread is wide, it may very well happen that no Sandwich 
boy will win one of these prizes. If, therefore, any public- 


spirited persons, or any of the various societies, or clubs of 


the town are minded to stimulate further interest in this 
matter, here is a very good opportunity to do so by offer- 
ing smaller local prizes. 

The beginning that has been made in Domestic Science 
in these last two years seems to me to be justifying itself. 


It was deemed wise to make sewing the major part of this 


year’s work, with some consideration of the problems of 
good house planning. Up to the present, the practical 


work has been hand-sewing, but the girls are about to be-

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REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC 


To the Superintendent : 


I herewith submit my fourth annual report as Super-— 
visor of Music in the Sandwich publie schools. | 

Each year the work in music is becoming more sys- 
tematic and both teachers and supervisor, as we co-operate, 
can realize the improvement that has been made. — 

The schools of the first two grades have accomplished, 
up to the present time, almost as much, as was done during 
the whole of last year, and in a very satisfactory way. The 
manner of attack and the spirit of independence found in 
Grades III and“LV are among the desirable qualities, in fact, 
much of the success of the following grades is due to work 
in the fundamental principles accomplished in this room. — 

The two upper classes have certainly kept pace with last 
year’s record, part-singing being the principal phase of 
work in Grades V to VIII. Much eredit also belongs to 
teachers and pupils in the out-lying distriets,—for theirs is — 
really the difficult problem, due chiefly to the small enroll- 
ment and the many grades. However, we can not yet claim — 
all of our boys and girls as real sight-readers of music, but — 
each year the number is increasing. 

The High school shows a decided change for the better, © 
and while the ‘‘field of music’’ in this period of school life 
is almost limitless, the result of the past year’s work is most 
gratifying. Not only can we do more difficult choruses, 
but the sense of musical appreciation has surely become 
broader. 

That there is much available material for this line of 
_ work, and that we really do belong to a musical community - 
was proven by the performance of the ‘‘Building of the 
Ship,’’ given in the Town hall last May. We, as a school,

Mr. Herbert L. Whitman, Superintendent of Schools: 


Dear Sir :— 


I have the honor to submit to you my fourth annual re- 
port as Supervisor of Drawing in the Sandwich Public 
Schools. 

The work has been outlined much as in previous years, 
with the exception of more color study, theory, and prac- 
tice, and in the study of some reproductions of the master- 
pieces of painting. | 

The study of pictures was more particularly taken up in 
the High school, together with the study of Drawing and 
color correlating with the Domestie Science Course. The 
new year beginning 1913 gave me a large class—nearly the 
whole school—forty in number. 7 

In this class are boys beginning mechanical drawing and 
those more advanced, girls preparing for Normal school and 
the whole of the entering class. The boys are doing good 
work, they have been sufficiently interested to buy their own 
drawing sets and consequently do finer work than they 
could do otherwise. I would like to suggest a rack of some 
sort in which to keep their boards, also a few shadow boxes 
would be of great assistance to us in the Freehand Drawing. 
There is sufficient ability in this class to justify a good 
course in Drawing and a continuation in a vocational school 
after being graduated from the Nigh school. The grades 
have invariably shown good results, even in some of the 
rural schools the work has been up to the standard of town 
schools, owing to the efficiency of grade teachers.

The work of our schools this year has been along con- 
servative lines and without startling changes or innovations. 


Faithful and reliable application to the fundamentals essen- 


tial to education and thoroughness on the part of teachers 
and pupils have brought about results worthy of commenda- 
tion. 


TEACHERS 


| The strongest factor in any school system is the teacher. 
The influence of the teacher who appreciates fully her possi- 
bilities and responsibilities is beyond measure. With com- 
petent teachers a certain degree of success is assured; with 
incompetent teachers the best school system will fall far 
short of its aims. While our salaries are low, we have been 
fortunate in securing and retaining worthy teachers. At the 
opening of schools last fall, six new teachers were secured, 
all of whom have had special education and training for their 
work. Of this number three had previously taught in town.

The High School Principal’s report, found on another 
page, should receive careful consideration. 

_ The present condition of the school is excellent and 
reflects ereat areal upon the Principal, Miss Irwin, who 
has in so short a time by her able leadership, transformed 
the scholarship and deportment of the school. The resig- 
nation of the assistant teachers last June made it necessary 
‘to secure two new teachers this fall. We were fortunate 
‘in securing Miss Kerr whose former service in our school 
‘had demonstrated her marked efficiency, and Miss Davis, 
whose training and scholarship gave her excellent prepara- 
| tion for her department. 

The course of study, printed in last year’s town report, 
| is proving satisfactory. In the domestic science course 
for first and second year girls sewing and cooking are given 
in alternate yeurs. It is the aim of this department, not 
‘only to give instruction in the art of cooking and home- 
‘making, but to inculcate habits of order and neatness, and 
to develop an appreciation of what is best in all that per- 
tains to the home. 

_| A course in domestic and household sciences is one 
of the strongest features of a modern school and much 
good both to the individual and to the community must 
come from such training. 


EMPLOYMENT OF MINORS 


| Although the present laws relating to the employment 
Of minors went into effect Sept. 1, 1913, some are un- 
familiar with the requirements. Briefly summarized, the 
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law provides that all children between seven and fourteen 
years of age, of sound mind and healthy body, must attend 
school all the time the schools are in session. A child be: 
tween fourteen and sixteen years of age must either attend 
school or be regularly employed at least six hours per day. 
Between these ages he cannot leave school to engage in 
home employment without the written permission of the 
Superintendent of Schools. The employment of all chil- 
dren under fourteen years of age is forbidden during schoo 
hours and before half-past six in the morning or after six 
o’clock at night. The employment of children under four. 
teen years of age for wages is restricted to a very few oc 
cupations and to vacations, holidays and to about two hour, 
before school in the morning and two hours after it close 
at night. 

No minor over fourteen and under twenty-one years of 
age can be employed in “a factory, workshop, manufactur- 
ing, mechanical or mercantile establishment” without firs 
securing a certificate. | 2 

To secure a certificate, apply for the necessary blanks to 
the Superintendent of Schools in the town where you wish 
to work. After these have been secured apply in person for 
your certificate bringing the following papers: Evidence o: 
date of birth, scnool record from principal of school last at 
tended, promise of employment, physician’s certificate 0; 
health. q 

Failure to comply with employment laws is punished 
fines on employers and parents. 


GIFTS 


In many towns the schools from time to time are the re 
cipients of highly appreciated gifts from public-spirited in 
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‘dividuals who take this way of showing their interest in 
jeducation. This year the School Street Grammar school 
/has received from our townsman, George W. Pope, the 
‘generous present of a piano. This substantial gift has as- 
jsisted the music greatly. In behalf of the school I wish to 
take this opportunity of thanking Mr. Pope for his kind- 
‘ness. Through the generosity of Mr. Jerome R. Holway 
and Mr. Thomas H. Kelleher the piano was carted and placed 
‘in the upstairs room without expense. 


“NO SCHOOL” SIGNAL 


| The “No School” Signal, blown whenever it seems wise 
to omit sessions on stormy days, is two blasts, an interval 
and one blast, no school in first four grades; two blasts, an 
‘interval and two more blasts, no session in any school. 
These signals are blown by the Sandwich Freezer Company 
at 8.05 A. M. or 12.05 P. M. 


. CONCLUSION 


While the immediate responsibility for our schools rests 
with teachers and school officials, the ultimate welfare of 
any school system depends largely upon the attitude of the 
community. 

_ The twentieth century is one of progress and advancement 
and in no phase of development is greater thought and effort 
being exerted than in education. The public schools are re- 
ceiving from year to year larger and wiser support and in 
return are rendering a wider and more vital service to the 
immediate and future needs of society.

Mrs. Morse and Gentlemen : 


The most radical variations this year from the course of 
study as previously pursued have heen in the departments of 
i nglish and History and in the extension of the Domestic 
is Science course. Since the fitting up of the practice kitchen 
| the hitherto impossible practical work has been added to the 
meoretical. Up to the present time the cooking of fruits, 
vegetables, cereals and other starchy foods, mane the uses of 
. Bail and cheese in the diet, together with the ways in which 
T | ey may be combined and served have been the subjects of 
‘study and practice. Various kinds of breads, cakes, pastry, 
-, come next. Emphasis is placed on economy and the 
implest recipes are followed. The raw materials are fur- 
ished by the members of the class. For all the cooking 
tensils we are indebted to the patronesses of the summer 
b0king classes, whose ample equipment we are using. As 
part of their training the girls take entire charge of the 
90m. Miss Davis is especially well fitted for this work and 
ought to prove one of the most beneficial courses given in 
Bechool. 

c accordance with the plan of the State Board adopted by 
a year ago, an informal course which we call Community 
vies has taken the place of Ancient. History, and is being 
y successfully conducted by Miss Kerr. The class is at 
. sen organized under the simplest form for parliamentary 
cedare and its members gain in turn practice in presiding 
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and in secretarial reporting: Since its avowed object is to 
promote good citizenship and a sense of civic responsibility, 
the topics for consideration range from clean blackboards 
and school yards, proper housing, water supplies and street 
lighting, to elections, the referendum, or anything else that 
concerns the community welfare. It is becoming one of the 
vital courses of the year. 4 | 
Noteworthy changes in the English work have been in the 
increased amount of outside supervised reading, in the more | 
extended use of magazines and newspapers as a basis for oral 
training and to promote “general intelligence,” and in ¢ 
simple dramatization and presentation by the students of a 
well known story. The presentation of certain other plays 
is also under the charge of the English teacher, who feels” 
that apart from—though necessarily handicapped by—their 
money-making purposes, such interpretations have ve y 
definite educational value for the participants. In this con- 
nection, I wish to say that we very greatly appreciate the 
cordial interest the townspeople are taking in our produ : 
tions. 
The course in Agriculture was given up in the fall, be- 
cause Mr. Boston’s time was too fully occupied to give it his 
attention, and to carry on such a course under existing cir 
cumstances—without his supervision and assistance—wa 
manifestly impossible. Recently at the earnest solicitation | 
of six or eight boys, he has been teaching them one perio¢ 
a week, and proposes to start those who can arrange for il 
on some “ project” or practical work, at home in the spring 
giving them such aid as he can. As I understand the finan: 
cial conditions of the Faunce Farm, the total income from 
the estate itself is about eleven hundred dollars, of whicl 
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approximately five hundred are paid in taxes to the town. 
Evidently the major part of the salaries of the superintend- 
ent and his helper or helpers must come from some other 
sources. ‘The superintendent receives a part of his from the 
State College in return for two days a week spent in exten- 
sion work through the county. The labor necessary to make 
the Farm a productive “Demonstration Farm,” is sufficiently 
strenuous to fill the rest of the week. Such a course as the 
State outlines and aids would demand half the superintend- 
ent’s time. So faras I can see the course in Agriculture 
will be attenuated so long as it is the absolutely freewill of- 
fering of the Faunce F actand that through no indifference 
on he part ot the trustees or superintendent, but because 
there is a limit to the amount one man can do. 
Last summer we shared the common lot of country 
schools in losing at the same time two of our teachers, Miss 
Jones and Miss Harlow. Both had done faithful and good 
work, and are followed by the interest and good wishes of 
-usall. And we have great reason to congratulate ourselves 
on the uncommon Pts that brought back to us so efli- 
ieen’ and inspiring a teacher and so halphil a citizen as Miss 
err. 
if In conclusion, I wish once more to acknowledge grate- 
fully the cordial support of all my colleagues and of the 
school officers, and the help received from the confidence 
and good will of the townspeople.

To the Superintendent : 


I have the honor to submit to you my fifth annual report 
as Supervisor of Music of the Sandwich public schools. 

The same course of study for Grades I and II is still i in 
use as was followed last year. To this has been added; 
grade outline for Grades I-VI inclusive, which gives the 
teacher a better chance to see the required amount of work 
for each year and also the privilege to conbime work 
best suits the demands of her several grades. 

There has been improvement in all of the rooms the pas 5 
year; the quality of tone and sense of rhythm in Grades ] 
and II; the greater ability in sight reading in Grades ID 
and IV ; the awakening of the boys of Grades V and VI te¢ 
the adasibiaes | in part singing; the fearlessness of attack 
in chorus work and the increase in expression and musica. 
appreciation of Grades VII and VIII; all of these thing: 
are commendable. 

A welcome addition to the work in music’is the piano 
which has been procured through the kindness of some o 
the townspeople as well as by the effort of the pupils them 
selves of Grades VII and VIII. 4 

Much credit is due the High school for the past yea : 
work—the increasing interest and energy shown durin 
music period is Btuare gratifying, already producing result 
such as was exhibited at the recent public performance 
The “Glee Club” also has come to stay, and there 1 
promise of a small orchestra in the near epee both ¢ 0 
these being a move in the right direction. 
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I would not lightly pass by the outlying village schools, 
for in them lie some of our hardest problems, which are 
slowly being solved. Sight reading and part singing be- 
longs as much to their day’s program as in the centre 
schools, notwithstanding their small enrolment and many 
grades. 

I would extend my appreciation to the teachers and also 
superintendent and committee for their generous support 
and co-operation.

The drawing in the High school is probably being taugk 
more systematically than ever before, the entering clas 
taking Mechanical Drawing with Miss Irwin, Free Han 
and Mechanical with me. I have a class of boys takin 
advanced Mechanical Drawing, and a small class of gi 
taking Free Hand and Design. This latter class, I feel, 
should be a larger one, as in all probability a number of 
the girls may go to Normal school. If this should occur, 
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“they will find it-a handicap not to have had some practice 
in High school drawing. Pupils who have made the most 
_ of their ability have been in great demand, making posters 
_ for various entertainments. A few new models ane shadow 
boxes, also a heavy pair of shears are needed to make our 
equipment more complete. 
I wish to thank the teachers for their co-operation, which 
has been invaluable, you, the Superintendent, and the 
SSommittee for your generous support in my work.

REPORT OF HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


To the School Committee and Superintendent: 
Mrs. Morse and Gentlemen :— 


Altho the course of study is practically the same as for 
last year, there are a few variations. Agriculture and Be- 
ginning Latin were not offered, the former because of lack 
of teaching force, and the latter because only three pupils 
elected it, in comparison with the sixteen who elected Be- 
ginning German. The introduction of a comprehensive 
outline course in European History for the first two classes, 

_ and Economies for the upper classes is in accordance with 
the plan initiated last year, which provides for Community 
_ Activities in alternation with European History, and Heon- 
_ omics with United States History. We feel that this makes 
the History course more nearly related to the life interests 
‘of the pupils, while at the same time more thoro work is 
being done in the subjects which are purely History. The 
' Domestic Science, with a class of nine girls, is being most 
3 beneficially conducted under the efficient teaching of Miss 
_ Harding, who has a B. 8. degree in Home Economies from 
- Rhode Island State College. <A half year each of sewing 
and cooking is being carried on, the cooking in the winter 
_ term, because it is necessary to economize in the use of the

REPORT OF MUSIC SUPERVISOR © 


To the Superintendent :— 


I herewith submit to you and through you to the towns- 
people my sixth annual report as Supervisor of Music in the 
Sandwich public schools. 

The chief object of supervision of any kind, it seems te 
me is to increase the love for the thing itself and to simplify 
the process of acquiring skill in the performance of the art. 
To have the children sing and to want to sing for the very 
joy of it, and not from a sense of duty should be the goa! 
of every music supervisor. 

With this in mind primarily,—that boys and girls who 
had seldom heard their own voices and whose parents had 
never heard them, and who were wholly indifferent to sing- 
ing, there was undertaken the presentation of the operetta, 
‘“The Pirates of Penzance,’’ in the Town hall, Dee. 10 and 
11,—not, of course without the hope of its suecess finan-. 
cially. This performance did prove of value, as you all 
know, both from a musical standpoint as well as a dramatic 
one, and much credit is due Miss Kerr for its suecess. 

Never since the beginning of my work in these schools, | 
has the right spirit toward music been better shown than| 
at present. Especially is this so in the Upper Grammar) 
room. Every boy and girl is interested and can read and) 
carry his own part, and a good bass quality is in evidence| 
among the boys. This same spirit is found in all the| 
schools in the building and the work accomplished the past| 
year is certainly commendable.

3 There now confronts us the same old problem of proper 
material. Grades V and VI are sadly in need of a new 
book, for they have faithfully covered the work in their 
present one; also, a supplementary book for Grades VII 
‘and VIII with a bass part would be a great help; and of 
course new material is always in demand for the High 
school, throughout the year, if the interest is to be kept. 
‘There has been so little expenditure for music the past two 
years,—only the music for graduation and rote-song books 
for Grade I teachers,— that I would urge the purchase of 
the above mentioned material another year. 

- One of the greatest factors at present, in educating the 
children musically, is the Victrola. There is unlimited 
possibilities with these machines and many of the schools 
in nearby towns are provided with them. It certainly would 
be of great assistance to the work in music in our town if 
“School Street building could be added to the list. Am 
sure the teachers and pupils as well as myself would be 
glad to lend their energy to that end. 

VE I would thank the teachers for the same generous co- 
yperation they have always shown me,—also the superin- 
fendent and committee for their courtesy and support.

Mrs. Morse and Gentlemen: 


It is pleasant to be able to record in the initial numbe 
this series of intermittent reports, my great satisfaction w 
the general condition in which I found the school. To 
sure, the avidity with which our young people seek 
knowledge (according to prescribed channels, at any rat 
leaves much to be desired.

REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of the Town of Sandwich: 


The following report is presented as a synopsis of the 
work done by the school committee throughout the 
year. 

The unusual circumstances, the war with its high 
prices of commodities, the epidemic of influenza, have 
added materially to the work. 

_ The regular meetings of the school committee are 
held as before, on the last Friday of each month; unless 
something unusual demands extra attention. All school 
bills should be forwarded to the secretary before the 
meeting that they may be examined by the full board 
before being approved. 
- Considering the scarcity of coal, we were fortunate 
in securing the full amount of the order placed for High 
School and the School Street buildings, at $11.25 per 
ton delivered. The cost of heating these two buildings 
not counting the wood is $813.60. 

The price of wood has also been high ranging from 
$8.50 to $13. The schools outside the village average 
about 314 cords each. 

Transportation is a eee where railroad trains 
are not available. The Forestdale school has been 
closed and in the interest of transporting the pupils, 
three bids were received. Mr. Clayton R. Burke’s be- 
ing $20 per week, and the lowest of the three. These 


bids were based on the prospect of the state road al- 
> 
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ready in progress, being finished, as in bad weather th 
roads are sometimes impassable with autos. So far thi 
transportation has been satisfactory. 

The school buildings are all properly insured. Ja 
ville school house has been shingled on one side, 
floor and outbuildings repaired, and some gradin, 
done, costing $241.53. The outside school building 
have received the usual attention; cement steps replac 
the wooden ones where repairs were necessary. Ston 
water jars replace the water pail and teachers insist 
individual drinking cups. The main room at the hig 
school and the halls were whitewashed, painted ar 
seats varnished at a cost of $82.02. All school room 
are put in good condition with oiled floors and all t 
minor repairs to keep them comfortable and sanita: 
At the request of the ladies of Forestdale, the use ( 
the schoolhouse has been granted them for a me 
place of their sewing society, they ars Ry tod 
cise good care of the property.

To the Superintendent: 


' I herewith present to you and the townspeople of 
Sandwich, my annual report as supervisor of music in 
the public schools. 
The report of a supervisor of several districts must 
ever be of a sameness, especially if hoping to introduce © 
the same system or course in the different towns. Thus 
e it true in my reports of Bourne, Sandwich and Ware- 
ham, for I am recommending the adoption of an elec- 
ive course in music in the several High Schools. 
' The ultimate aim of school music instruction has un- 
dergone a great change in the past decade, as may be 
seen in the present work of the grade schools. We have 
good and sufficient material and the new system well 
enough established to observe results with a certain de- 
] ree of satisfaction. 
 otca we turn our especial attention to the long ne- 
t Dected High School. Here music consists merely of 
chorus practice with occasional lessons in appreciation 
—a concert or two and perhaps some orchestra work.

REPORT OF AUDIT

Sir: 


I have made an audit of the accounts of the town 
Sandwich as petitioned for by vote of the selectmen ar 
submit the following report thereon. r 

A system of accounts was installed in the town in 19 
and the general accounting was placed in the office of © 
treasurer. A general analysis was made of the ledge : 
counts from January 1, 1915 to October 18, 1919, ané 
trial balance was taken off as of that date. ‘ 

The general accounting had been very good and ¢ 
minor adjusting entries were found: necessary to bring | 
accounts in balance. 

The appropriations made by the town were check 
comparing the records of the town clerk with the jo ur | 
and with the ledger accounts. a 

The cash book was footed and checked with the 1 
accounts. es 

The bills approved for Ratna were checked with 
treasury warrants and with the cash book. On the w 


4] 


rant a space is provided for entering the total amount 
-ealled for by the detail on the warrant; in some cases this 
space was not filled in and in other cases the total amount 
differed from the sum of the detail amounts actually paid. 
Since the purpose of this summary is to facilitate the 
checking of cash, greater care should be exercised in filling 
in this amount. 7 

_ The classification book showing both receipts and ex- 
‘penditures in great detail had been well kept. 

_ The accounts of the collector were checked for the years 
1916 through 1918 and to October 18, 1919. Tables are 
appended showing a reconciliation of these accounts. 
In proving the tax accounts, the commitment books were 
checked to the warrants and differences noted were cor- 
‘rected by journal entries; likewise, credits to the wrong 
account were corrected. 

_ Small adjustments will be noted on the tables appended, 
‘the same representing overpayments; the task of proving 
the identity of these where such a large number of ac- 
“counts are concerned would have required more time than 
‘was warranted. i | 
: ‘The abatements were checked with the assessors’ ree- 
ords and reconciled.

This surplus account ever 
now merely represents the accounts receivable agains' 
which no borrowing can be made but the collections on thes 
~ accounts eliminate the necessity of borrowings such as wet 
made prior to the installation of the system of acco ats 
The audit figures show the surplus revenue account at th 
close of 1915 to be less than $1000 and at the close of 191 
to be more than $10,000. While the town is to be congra 
ulated on this splendid financial showing, I neverthele 
wish to emphasize the fact that this surplus should alway 
be equal to the accounts receivable against which no bo 
rowing can legally be made.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEI 


To the Citizens of the town of Sandwich: 


I hereby present a synopsis of the work of the Sch 
Committee for the year 1919. The first duty of a Seh 
Committee in starting a new year would seem to be, 
study carefully the-work necessary to be done through 
the year, and to ask an appropriation sufficient to ce 
on the work. Tayo oy 

The amount asked for last year was $12,000. 

The amount appropriated was $11,000 and the amoun 
the deficit of 1918 which was $211.93. Receipts from 
State including the dog tax were $2,643. There is a 
siderable deficit in last year’s aceount partly due to ra:

Very little furniture has been bought. a des! 
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upper primary room on School street for $34.50, and 
home-made large work-table for the domestic science room

Under the head of ‘‘Janitors’ Expenses’’ beside the sai- 
aries is included the cost of cleaning the buildings, oiling 
the floors and janitors’ supplies. Under the head of ‘‘ All 
other Hxpenses’’ is the fire insurance, of all the buildings 
and the accident insurance on the pupils transported by 
auto, with a small sum for athletics. 

It has been hard for the Committee, knowing that the 
teachers were underpaid to be helpless to raise the salaries 
and when the act, establishing the general school fund was 
passed on November 15, 1919, next to the teachers the Coin- 
mittee was most gratified. The matter of securing teachers 
is well known, and when South Sandwich was left without 
a teacher with no prospects the State Board was called upon 
for a solution of the problem. <A full day spent with a mem- 
ber of the State Board in looking into conditions, number 
of pupils, ages, distances from nearest school, possible 


boarding places for teachers, etc., finally resulted in advis- 
ang the Committee to transport he pupils with those frovi 


-Forestdale.’ 

As the other schools were well under way, hasty arrange- 
ments were made with Mr. Clayton R. Burke, who with a 
‘more powerful truck and larger seating capacity, took on 
the extra work and the change seems satisfactory to the 
paige 

~The amount spent in transportation seems large, but com- 


Birdd with the expense of running the two schools, trans- 


‘porting the High school pupils to town and the pupils from 
‘the far-away places, now occupied, to the nearest grade 
school, it is less expensive. As it is there are now three un- 
‘occupied school houses which must be kept in repair and it 
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seems the trend of the State authorities to bring all the 
pupils to a common center. 

The present conditions in the School street building are 
frowned upon by the State authorities and the building 
may at any time be condemned, or some up to date improve- 
ments recommended. 

The townspeople may well be proud of the High school 
and of the good courses we are enabled to give through the 
generosity of our taxpayers. Besides what it once offered, 
there is a good course of music, drawing, free-hand and 
mechanical, a practical course of stenography and typewrit- 
ing and a course in domestic science. The district nurse — 
has also shown interest in the schools by frequent visits in 
the interests of proper living conditions, emphasizing the 
proper care of teeth, of eyes and sanitary measures in school 
and home life. 

To plan an occasional visit to this expensive panorama, — 
for the uplift of our young people, would certainly inspire — 
us with gratitude for what we are enabled to do for our 
children. ;

| have made 36 dairy inspections, and analyzed 33 sam- 
s of milk officially, and 2 by request. 

Of the 33 samples analyzed, 4 were found to be below 
» standard in butter-fat. 

Phere have been 2 milk pails condemned. 

Ine cow has been condemned and killed after being pro- 
minced as having tuberculosis. 

Joming into your town a stranger, it took some little 
1¢ to learn who was selling milk regularly each day, and 
0 was selling it a short time during the summer months. 
After working in town awhile, I found that what needed 
first and closest attention, were the unsanitary condi- 
F under which some of the milk was being produced. 

1 most cases the producers have very readily and will- 
ly taken Held to assist me in making the conditions

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CONSOLIDATION AND TRANSPORTATION 


The most important changes in our school system th 
year have been brought about by closing our one-room 
schools and transporting the scholars to Sandwich village 

In September, 1919, the South Sandwich school 4 
closed. This fall the East Sandwich and Spring Hi 
schools were closed. Before making these importat 
changes the State Board of Education was consulted. — 
September, 1919, and again in September, 1920, an agen 
the State Board came to Sandwich and with the Sche 
Committee and Superintendent, visited the schools, we 
over the proposed transportation routes, talked with pa 
ents and barge drivers, inspected buildings and barges, | 
made a careful survey of school facilities and needs. 

Rather than summarize the conclusions and recomment 
tions of the State Board, I wish to quote from the lette 
September 1919, and to give in full the letter we receiv 
after the second visit of the State Agent. TI believe th 
letters sum up most ably the present school situation 
Sandwich and state most forcibly sound school polie 
based on existing conditions. a 

Under date of Sept. 18, 1919, Mr. Burr F. on 
for Elementary Schools, Massachusetts State Board o 
ucation, says: 

‘‘After my recent inspection of the transportation s 
tion in Sandwich in company with your committee nd 
Superintendent of Schools, I am strongly of the opinic nd 
the proposed plan of closing the South Sandwich Se 
and transporting the pupils of that district, together 
certain high school pupils in that section, to Sandw: 
the best present solution of the problem. This plan

to be justified in view of the following conditions: eg 


(1) There is at present a state and — ee ant, r-

“scarcity, of teachers. I anticipate that it would now be ex- 
ceedingly difficult to get a satisfactory teacher for the 
South Sandwich School at the proposed salary or even for a 
: considerably greater salary. 


(2) It is at the present time practically impossible to 
find a reasonably satisfactory boarding place for a teacher 
in the South Sandwich district. 


(3) Under present conditions there are four or more 
high school pupils in the South Sandwich section of the 
town who stand in need of better transportation provisions 
than heretofore provided. 


5 By combining the South Sandwich transportation route 
with the Forestdale route already established the entire 
cost to the town would probably not be appreciably more 
“than the cost of continuing the South Sandwich School and 
_ the Forestdale route, and it seems probable that the ex- 
‘ pense would be less than that involy ed in continuing the 


‘tion facilities for certain ee and hinh school apis 
in the vicinity of South Sandwich. The new plan therefore 
ecommends itself strongly from the standpoint of economy. 
From the standpoint of the educational privileges afforded 
te the elementary school pupils of South Sandwich I have 
“no question that the instruction received at the School 
‘Street School will be incomparably better than would be 
i. 90ssible in the usual one-teacher school having a large 
number of grades. 
* Iti is clear that such a plan will slightly increase the size 
of classes at School Street, several of which are already 
| a than the best educational practice sanctions. From 
Ahirty-five to forty pupils has come to be regarded as a 
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desirable upper limit for one elementary school teacher, a 
thirty is even a more desirable number. Everything e¢ 
sidered, I believe that the advantages of the proposed pl 
considerably outweigh the disadvantages involved. a

thirty-five cities and towns of this State. It would also 
wide for housing one elementary grade in a room, thus 
ak bling the teachers of the elementary schools to render 
ich more effective service than is possible with a large 
3s and two grades. I am offering this suggestion because 
observations at Sandwich clearly show that a slight 
owth in school population would render the present ar- 
ingements impracticable, and in thinking of the future it 
desirable to keep in mind the improvement of the school 
ganization from the educational standpoint as well as the 
orovement of school-house accommodations.’’

1. In the central school the pupils are classified in siz 
able groups according to their advancement. Pupils 1 
ceive inspiration in working with groups of pupils of s in 
lar mental development. Friendly rivalry and compel 
are easily aroused among such pupils, and lend mue'! 
their accomplishment. Such conditions, however, are 4 
large extent lacking in the small one-teacher school. 


2. More adequate supervision is possible in the cent 
school because the superintendent of schools, principals, a 
supervisors of special subjects can devote more time 
supervision and instruction than is possible when a 
persons are required to spend considerable time in tray 
among the schools. : 


3. In the central school a teacher is usually 
one or two grades at the most. Such an icreneeci 
mits of a proper division of the pupils’ time between ree 
tion and study. A certain state survey has revealed 
that the average number of daily recitations per teache 
the elementary schools of sixteen representative cities 
and the average length of time in minutes allotted to 
recitation in these cities is 28, whereas, the average nw 
of daily recitations per teacher in country school 
from one to twenty pupils is 26, and the average 1 
time in minutes allotted to each recitation in thesera 
schools is 13. In these country schools the pupil a 
one-eighth of the school day, or approximately 45 mil 
in recitation and four hours and forty-five minutes in s 
Under these conditions the teacher necessarily gives 
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f her time to hearing recitations and has but little oppor- 
‘tunity for instruction. Of course the one-room school pre- 
“sents the extreme case of decentralization, and the city 
chool, the most advanced type of consolidation. The above 
figures, however, serve to emphasize the importanee of the 
roper division of the pupil’s time between study and reci- 
ution as an important factor in determining the efficiency 
ut any school system. A school which provides a teacher 
for one, or at most two grades has a tremendous advantage 
over the school which requires a teacher to struggle along 
i ith several different grades. The important thing to be 
‘sought is an arrangement which will allow the pupil the 
benefit of the teacher’s instruction, or guidance and direc- 
| fion as he studies for a substantial part of the school day. 


is Se 


>. The central school in bringing a large number of 
| pupils together provides a much better social training than 
‘could be obtained in the smaller school. Much of education, 
general culture, and breadth of view may be acquired from 
ontact with a large number of children and a number of 
sachers. 


5. Better teachers can be obtained for central schools 
| nan for the one-teacher isolated schools. Teachers are 
anxious to become. specialists in the work of one or two 
. rades, or of one or two subjects. They are also anxious to 
have the association of other teachers. Both of these con- 
ditions are possible in the central school, but are lacking 
in the one-teacher school. 


| That the people of Massachusetts are coming strongly to

IT am gratified to know that consolidation of schools i 
your town has become an established policy and I am g - 
that you are thereby realizing large educational ben 
that come from such action. 

I was glad of the opportunity to inspect your transport 
tion busses. Because of the superior speed and comfort ¢ 
motor transportation for school pupils, the motor-bus is fai 
displacing horse transportation in those localities in Mas 
chusetts where motor vehicles can be used most of the yee 
With some extension to the carrying capacity of your mot 
trucks; which is already being made, I consider them j 
adapted to the needs of your town. For some weather ec 
ditions trucks with closed-in tops and glass windows a 
of course superior. They are, however, | more clumsy tl 
the open trucks and in certain respects not so desirable d a 
ing good weather. ; 

In reply to your question as to whether pupils shou a 
transported to and from the door of the home to the sch 
I will say that the law does not so require, as shown of 
following sentence quoted from Chapter 78 of the He 
Acts of 1920: 


‘*In case the distance between a childa s reside 
and the school which he is entitled to attend ¢ ‘X-

ceeds two miles, and the school committee declines 
to furnish transportation, the department of educa- 
tion, upon appeal of the parent or guardian of the 
child, may require the town to furnish the same for 
a part er for all of the distance.’’ 


On some routes residences are so located that it is prac- 
t cable for the conveyance to get the children at the door 
of the home. On the other hand there are routes where 
children are located somewhat off the main lines of travel. 
n many such cases the best arrangement seems to be, all 
things considered, for the children situated off the barge 
route to walk out to a meeting point. This plan avoids the 
risk encountered in driving the barge over poor and little- 
used roads and it also avoids a considerable lengthening of 
he barge route which would involve not only unnecessary 
xpense to the town, but also a longer ride for many of the 
shildren. 

4 The chief disadvantage of the plan appears when weather 
is stormy and the traveling bad. During bad traveling, it 
would often be impossible for the motor-bus to leave the 
nk line, were it so planned. On very stormy days and 
vhen traveling conditions are exceptionally bad, parents 
living off the barge route should exercise discretion as to 
whether their children should go to school as was formerly 
necessary in the case of pupils living remote from the dis- 
rict school. 

In my inspection of the South Sandwich route I found 
hat no children are being required to walk more than three- 
ourths of a mile to meet the conveyance and the majority 
* those living off the barge line are required to walk less 
han one-half mile. There appear to be shelters that could 
e used by the children at or near all meeting points. Under 
hese conditions and in view of the fact that your commit- 
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tee has procured up-to-date motor transportation and de 
pendable drivers, I do not feel warranted in urging un 
change in the present route. J 
I was glad to learn of the commendabla spirit of co-ope 
tion and responsibility shown by several of the parents li 
ing in these remote situations, one of whom has been tran 
porting his daughter the entire distance to the village scho 
for five or six years, and another who is daily transpo 
his son about a mile and a half to meet the conveyance. 
I was glad to learn also that you are planning to provi 
at cost one hot dish each day at luncheon time. This ; 7 
rangement, it seems to me, is very necessary for those pur 
who do not go home for lunch. 
I take pleasure in forwarding a copy of our bulletin. 
‘‘Consolidation of Schools and Transportation of Pupils 
Public Expense in Massachusetts.’’

rround. 


SA REGUARDING THE HEALTH OF OUR SCHOLARS 
bi Tn all the work of the schools nothing is of greater im- 
Pr ortance than the health of our scholars. Here cooperation 
between home and school should be strong. A child should 
4 ot be sent to school when sick or kept at home when well. 

Teachers should be on the alert to detect the relation exist- 
in ng between the health and school work of a scholav. Sand- 
‘wich with its efficient District nurse making frequent ‘visits 
‘to the schools and homes and cooperating with its school 
physician is using every precaution to safeguard the health 
f our scholars. We believe that this work is being done 
| rastly better by our local agencies than it could he doue hy 
any ““County Health Officer’? or ‘‘County Medical Senool 
nspector’? and we trust that the time will not come when 
‘any such change will be made. 

' The noon hour at the School Street School is under the 
. upervision of Mrs. Dugeau, who has complete charge dur- 
ing the noon intermission. A large number of the children 
! rin g their lunches. A visit at this hour will convince any- 
ae that the mothers are using excellent judgment and care 
1 putting up the luncheons, bottles of milk, meat sand- 

riches and other well chosen foods are the rule. Advice is 
ven whenever it seems necessary. We had planned to 
ve at sonst one hot food served.at noon but the large

_ Perniit me to submit herewith my annual report as Super- 
visor of Music in the Sandwich schools. 

Many things that looked promising Jan. 1, 1920, have 
really been accomplished and are producing results beyond 
ki our anticipation. From my point of view the transporting 
of the pupils from out-lying districts has been of distinct 
| advantage. While there is much that can be accomplished 
F in a very small school, there can never be the enthusiasm 

‘of the larger chorus, the team work, the part-singing, nor 
the same amount of learning from a child’s greatest teacher 
| —--another child. Thus in my subject, this change has been 
most beneficial. 

. The work in the lower rooms at School Street has pro- 
“gressed in its usual good form, and I feel we are gaining 
| each year as we work out the great possibilities of the Pro- 
i |" gressive Method. Altho the upper grade work has been 
"more or less interrupted and the ‘‘main-stay’’ of the Upper 
Grammar room was removed to the High School, there has 
icon good work done and a real growing interest shown 
among the boys. 
: Last June the High School Chorus had its first real chance 
‘to show the townspeople its true worth, when the Town Hall 
was decided upon for Graduation Exercises. The program

REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMI 


To the Citizens of Sandwich: 


The finances of our schools have been gradually risix 
until they have reached a figure unknown in the history 
our town. This is true of most towns. The amount spe 
this year, however, is not so much more as it seems, as t 
committee were voted a flat appropriation and the | 
from the state do not appear as before. The amounts fro 
the State and the dog tax are still in existence, howeve 
and are as follows: Mass. School Fund, $1,334.09; Gener, 
Fund, $1,712.25; High School Tuition, $946.25; Dog Ta 
$299.02. The sum of these amounts if taken from our t 
would bring the amount to be met by the town appropr 
tions to $15,976.41. All who read the papers know of t 
scarcity of teachers and the demand for high salaries. Mar 
competent teachers have gone out of regular school wo 
into Social Service, while others go where higher salaries a 
available in other lines. Our teachers’ salaries for 19 
were $10,121.16, and educators are constantly on the al 
with higher salaries to tempt teachers in other fields. — 
considering Transportation which cost last year $2,89 
many people are ready to give advice as to lessenin: g 
expense. The fact that we are obliged to transport our | u 
School scholars makes it possible to transport the Blem 
tary pupils at a better rate and in closing four school; ; 
amount is not so large as it seems and the children are 
joying the advantages shown in the Superintendent’s 
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ort. The supplies, considerating the high prices of all 
hings are not too extravagant. In September when the 
chool year opens there is a large bill for supplies and in 
lay when the year is nearly through another, and with 
maller orders through the year the amount was $651.87, 
yhich divided among the 257 pupils amounts to $2.23 each, 
which for paper, pens, ink, paints, brushes, pencils, ete., is 
bout a normal figure. 

The Janitor’s column figures $576.48 which includes, be- 
ides the daily work, cleaning, many odd jobs and janitor’s 
ipplies, as brooms, dusters, pails, lanterns, etc. The Janitor 
or High and School Street buildings is paid $15.00 per week 
ind for Jarvesville $3.00. 

Books are very high and total $492.99. The extra number 
yf pupils has made quite a difference in this expense from 
hat of other years. The new geographies and histories are 
ming in and all paper is at a premium. 

The Upkeep, $656.02, includes new steps at each entrance 
at the High School and repairs to the roofs above with new 
‘ave troughs and drains, a new platform in the main room, 
xtensive repairs to the furnaces, under State Inspector. 
new desk in Grammar School and other smaller bills. 
‘Miscellaneous expense was $651.27, and includes all the 
asurance on all the School buildings, and on the children 
rho are carried in the barges, the latter to protect the town 
rom suits which might be brought, in case of accident. The 
ommittee thought best to put an extra insurance on the 
Tigh School building and contents, which was arranged for 
| July. The rent for the playground, diplomas, lights and 
her smaller bills are also in this column. 

The New Equipment, which amounted to $760.67 includes 
bur new typewriters (Standards), six typewriter tables, 
ighteen desks and twenty-four Talbot chairs. This bill 
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was $336. A new pump was installed at School Street iné 
the room at Jarvesville was renovated and partially equir 
ped and other smaller items throughout the year. The su 
of $57.60 was spent in the interest of health and a very con 
forting thought to mothers, is that their children are cor 
petently chaperoned during the noon hour while so man 
bring their lunches and need this protection. 
Our Superintendent’s salary was $927.52 with school ¢ 
penses $177.94. School Committees have no salary, excey 
ing the secretary who for the year’s writing is paid $75.( 
I had the pleasure of being in New York City and no 
conditions in some of the schools. The children spent o 
hour in the morning and another hour in the afternc 
followed throughout the day by two other sets of childr 
making two hours’ schooling per day for each child. Sor 
of the parents were longing to get into the country wh 
\their children could have some individual training and I f 
proud of our own town schools, though it costs a great 1€ 
to support them.

THE CAPE COD HEALTH BUREAL 


: 


JUNE 1, 1921—JANUARY 1, 1922 


There are many persons in the town of Sandwich wh 
are as yet unfamiliar with what the Cape Cod Health B 
reau is doing for them. Briefly, it is an alliance of Car 
Cod Towns with the United States Government for 
purpose of improving health conditions. 

Unsanitary conditions, directly or indirectly, affect ow 
business; for example, continued sewage contamination 
shell-fish beds will shut our product out of city markets 
where the Boards of Health are unusually active this y 
Continued production of unclean milk will bring in outsid 
products and eventually discourage local dairymen. Wel 
contaminated by sewage or drainage will interfere wit 
summer rentals and boarders. All of these conditions ha 
occurred during the past six months, and have been met i 
a manner satisfactory to all. » 

The protection of the life and health of our own childre 
and also of our summer residents is of paramount impor 
ance. We cannot forget that the first draft found thirt 
percent of the young men from the country at large 
physically defective. This same draft found Cape Ct 
with forty-seven percent defective. Our annual loss in” 
from diseases dangerous to the public health in Barns al

‘County, when measured in money value, is approximately 
$150,000. This figure allows nothing for the expenses in- 
/eurred during the illness resulting in death. 

The period already covered has hardly sufficed to ac- 
uaint us with the territory and conditions. Gradually the 
langer points are being found and means planned to eradi- 
‘cate them. So many people are now realizing that con- 
iditions which have long been tolerated may now be rem- 
sdied that we find it hard to meet the demand with the 
yresent force and funds. 

_ It is hoped that every citizen of the town will show his 
nterest in the welfare of his family and community in call- 
ng to our attention any and all unsanitary conditions com- 
ing to his or her notice.

| eis submitted as the thirtieth annual 
Sur perintendent of Schools: 
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* Marked changes have taken place in the Sandwich 
S hool system within the last few years. The one-room 
school, with its seven or eight grades, its ten-minute 
recitation period, its classes of one or two scholars 
and its, oftimes, inexperienced teacher, has disap- 
peared, and in place of it we have a consolidated 
school system with each school made up of a desirable 
number of scholars, all of one grade, with recitation 
periods of suitable length, with a class sufficiently 
’ large to insure interest and healthy rivalry (an inspir- 
ation to efficient work) and with teachers of training 
and experience. In such a system the teacher devotes 
her entire time to one grade instead of dividing it up 
among seven or eight grades and giving to each grade 
that fraction of her time. Now there is time to aid 
the individual pupil who needs assistance. While there 
will always be those who do not excel in scholarship, 
_ the number finding it necessary to repeat a grade must, 
of necessity, be greatly reduced under the new system. 
This means a saving of time to the scholars and a sav- 
ing of money to the town. 

The problems of school transportation are never 
fully solved. In a scattered community it is always 
more or less inconvenient for scholars to reach the 
) schools. When our one-room schools were in operation 
hildren often walked long distances to and from 
| school. Our present means of transportation by auto- 
‘mobile barges, while not eliminating distances, affords 
a quick and comfortable conveyance and in most cases » 
akes the child from his own door in the morning and 
“returns him there at night. On the whole, we believe 
the children are well provided for by this means of 
‘rransportation. 
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The division of the two large rooms at School Stree t 
made it possible to provide for six schools in that build. 
ing. By inserting extra windows and readjusting the 
heating and ventilating system the requirements of the | 
Inspector of Public Buildings were met. 

At the beginning of the last spring term two mec re 
teachers were secured and a grade installed in each 
room. This left the Jarvesville building as the only 
place for the seventh grade. In this building there i 
no system of heating or ventilating. A steve in h 
corner of the room furnishes heat. The only ventila 
tion for more than twenty persons is through window 
and doors. 

The room at the high school now occupied by th 
eighth grade is needed for high school purposes. I 
will be necessary next fall to transfer this grade t 
the Jarvesville building. If this building is to b 
made at all suitable for the needs of these two schools 
extra windows must be put in and heating and 
tilating sytsems installed. q 

The placing of the eighth and seventh grades i 
the same building will afford decided advantages” 
those schools in that departmental work and co-ord 
nation of courses will be made possible. ss 

It should be a matter of pride to each of us ch. 
within the last few years our schools have progressé 
so rapidly toward what we wish them to be. The « fi 
operation of parents, the untiring efforts of our fal 
ful teachers and the continued interest and suppor 
our citizens have made development ee 
degree to which this development shall continu 
largely on public opinion and support. Oa 
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lack a suitable playground. Hot lunches should be 
served in the Sandwich schools as they are at Bourne, 
‘where daily one hundred and fifty school children are 
| provided with a hot noonday meal without cost to 
the town. This could be done if our school buildings 


| is ill. At School Street and at Jarvesville the halls are 
‘entirely without heat. The toilets at these buildings 
are unsanitary and already State authorities have 
‘served notice that improvements must be made. 

An enumeration of further needs of our school: 
buildings is unnecessary. If the time has come for a 
ew school building accommodating all the schools and 
provided with adequate equipment, suitable play- 
i" ound, athletic field, etc., let us each do our share 
in bringing this about.

Herewith I submit my annual report as supe 
of music of the Sandwich public schools. — e 
There has been a world wide unrest during the pz 
two years and it would be strange indeed had th 
schools in general not felt the effects. And yet no 
withstanding that and considering the more or less un 
stable feeling caused by changes in housing condition 
we can already see good results growing out of it 
much promise for the future. It is natural that school; 
formerly of two grades when first divided are not 
pecially strong—having leaned on the older grades 
and therefore must learn to stand alone. . 
It is true in music and in common school branche 
that in two-grade rooms either one grade is held kt 
for the slower grade or else the other grade is reac 
way above its head. There is such a fair chance té 
learn and to be taught when pupils of one age and or 
grade can work together. Of course any change ¢ 
system requires time and patience to get proper resul 
and could never be without the faithful and eff 
work of the grade teachers. Especially should this h 
emphasized in my work—no matter how good a cours 
of study is laid out, nor how capable a supervisor | 
be—the result obtained is in proportion to the € 
ciency of the grade teacher. ” 
The seventh grade is doing good three iat W 0! 
and the eighth grade has held its own very well 
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the high school chorus. Credit is due the chorus for 
its work the past year; also the classes in appreci- 
ation. They are still enthusiastic and surely worth 
the energy and expenditure necessary to maintain them. 

To eliminate the too frequently found class of listen- 
‘ ers among the little people is our chief aim the coming 
! year. There are very few that cannot be taught to 
sing if begun properly. What at first seems a hopeless 
_ monotone with infinite care and patience can learn 
| 


to modulate and a tune can soon be recognized, 

although often very low in pitch. 

Children with physical defects as tone deafness 
_ or defective throat are not included in this class. This 
work is most interesting and of vital importance, as 
so much of a pupil’s future depends on the foundation 
laid in the lower grades. 

I would extend my appreciation to the teachers for 
their co-operation and to the superintendent and com- 
‘mittee for their interest and support in my branch of 
school education.

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_ REPORT OF DRAWING SUPERVISOR 


Superintendent of Sandwich Schools: 


It is a little difficult to make a clear report of the 
work of Instructor of Drawing in the schools, without 
‘saying something about the purpose of that instruction. 
_ The subject naturally divides itself into two parts: 
irst in the grades, beginning with the lst and going 
through the 8th, any instruction in drawing and its 
allied subjects must necessarily be entirely suggestive. 
‘The children are too young and undeveloped to do 
more than show an interest, more or less intense ac- 
cording to the individual. The main object of a teach- 
“er of drawing must therefore be to arouse and hold 
‘interest, and to stimulate individual imagination. The 
development of technical skill in the lower grades is 
10t so important, as almost any intelligent normal 
child can draw a little. It is the expression of what 
the child actually, as shown by his drawing, that is 
I i important. 

So far the steady increase of interest in the lower 
rades is very noticeable. The children work hard 
ing the short time that is allowed per week for 
ir awing, and there are sometimes very original and 
re lee results. 

. In Grades 1, 2, and 4 the children have drawn 
r uit, vegetables and leaves in the fall. Some of the 
t results have been gained by my making a large 
tch of landscape for them to finish. Then class 
kes the drawings of the details which they cut 
it t and paste on the main sketch. In this way each

In the High School the attempt has been made to 
make the scholars understand that drawing means 
work. Drawing is compulsory in the Freshman class, 
but in the other three classes it is elective. In the 
‘Sandwich High School there has been an Advanced 
class of from ten to twelve pupils each year, which is 
an excellent average. The freshmen show a good 
deal of interest but little application, except in special 
cases. The Advanced class works hard—is anxious . 
for more time—is interested in outside things con- 
nected with the subject. This class hag also made 
posters for Dramatics. 

; This brings me to the subject of Dramatics, which 
is so closely allied to the different branches of so-called 
' “Fine Arts” that I must speak of it here. We have 
_ been able with the wonderful co-operation of all the 
_ teachers, to present some very creditable perform- 
ances. The teachers, headed by Miss Irwin, have fol- 
| lowed out, elaborated and executed the different dra- 
matic plans decided upon, with so much efficiency and 
_ judgment that it is difficult to express enough appre- 
ciation. There has been no friction, the scholars have 
_worked hard at rehearsals, and the results have been 
so good that more ambitious attempts seem possible in 
the future. 
| I want to express my thanks to all the’ teachers 
‘for their enthusiasm and interest in a subject that is 
so difficult to manage, and so different from the more 
efinite courses that make up the regular school work. 
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In every case I have had help and interest. As fo 
the scholars, it is the exception to find an uninterested 
one. Even though they say “I don’t like drawing 
they have nearly all given me a pleased and intelli 
gent attention. It is delightful to teach under suc 
conditions.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 


To the Supt. of Schools, School Committee and the 
People of the Community: 


I submit to you my report of the work accom- 
plished in the schools during the past year. 
In school work among school children there were 
79 school visits, 1,270 examinations. Of this number, 
_ 91 were not vaccinated, 44 had Tonsils or Adenoids, 
| 85 defective teeth, 10 imperfect vision (5 have been 
corrected) and three cases of pediculosis. 
In reference to the eyes, I wish to call the parents’ 
attention to the necessity of having the child’s eyes 
_ attended to. I consider it cruelty on the part of a 
_ parent to expect a child with impaired vision to do the 
| work that a child does who has normal vision. 
| 3 On March 17, Dr. Fitzgerald gave a talk to the 
_ children of School St. School on “The Care of the 
® Leeth.”’ 
1 The necessity of preservation of the teeth should 
be explained fully to those to whom the care of young 
_ children is entrusted. Many young children as well 
as adults present mouths showing slovenly and in- 
_ flamed condition, with marked sign of infection from 
_ deposits and fermentive reactions. To the average 
person the idea does not occur that this condition is 
‘one eminent cause of decay and malnutrition, not to 
"mention chronic and acute diseases. They brush their 
teeth once, maybe twice a day, make a visit to the 
dentist perhaps twice a year, but the gradual loss of 
_ the teeth seems certain.

As directed by you, I have made an audit of the accounts 
of the town of Sandwich for the period from Janaury 1, 
1921 to October 31, 1922, and report thereon as follows: 

The financial transactions of the town, as recorded on 
the books of the several departments receiving or disburs- 
ing money for the town, or committing bills for collectic s 
were examined and checked for the aie covered by tk 
audit. 

The books and accouts of the treasurer were examir ed, 
and checked in detail. The recorded receipts were com- 
pared with the departmental records of payments to the 
treasurer and with the several other sources from whicl h 
money was paid into the town treasury, and the f ‘ments 
were checked with the selectmen’s warrants authorizing 
the treasurer to disburse town funds, _ i 

The appropriation accounts were checked with the t row 
clerk’s records of appropriations voted by the town. 

The cancelled notes, representing loans matured pe 
during the period of the audit, were examined and ch 
The receipts and payments noted in the last state settl ; “me 
sheet were checked to the ledger. . tm 

The ledger postings were checked with eel books 
original entry, the ledger was footed, and trial 1 yalat 
taken off, and a balance sheet was prepared showin tk 
financial condition of the town October 31, 1922, 

The cash book was footed, the cash on hand was ver i 
by an actual count, and the bank account was reconcil

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_ with the statement furnished by the bank. A table showing 


a reconciliation of the treasurer’s cash is appended to this 
report. 

In checking the appropriation accounts it was found that 
several of them were overdrawn, which is in violation of 
the provisions of Section 31, Chapter 44, General Laws, 
which reads as follows: 

No department of any city or town, except Boston, shall incur lia- 
bility in excess of the appropriation made for the use of such depart- 


ment, except in cases of extreme emergency involving the health or 
safety of persons or property, and then only by a vote ina city of two- 


thirds of the members of the city council, and in a town by a vote of 


two-thirds of the selectmen. 


In this connection I wish also to call attention to Chapter 
253 of the Acts of 1922, which reads as follows: 


Mii Chapter forty-four of the General Laws is hereby amended by 


adding at the end thereof the following new section: Section 62. 


Any city, town or district officer who knowingly violates, or author- 


es or directs any official or employee to violate, any provision of 


‘this chapter shall be punished by a fine of not more than one hundred 
‘dollars; and the mayor, selectmen, prudential committee, or com- 


missioners, shall, and five taxpayers may, report such violation to the 
district attorney who shall investigate and prosecute the same. 


The surety bonds of the treasurer, tax collector, and 


town clerk were examined. The bond of the treasurer 
was issued several years ago, renewal certificates being 
issued annually. I do not feel, however, that this bond 
sives the town the protection that it should have, and I 


‘would recommend that a new bond be obtained each year 
for the treasurer, the same as is done for the tax collector. 


I would also recommend that the treasurer of the trustees 
of trust funds be required to furnish a bond. 

The books and accounts of the tax collector were ex- 
amined. The commitment books were footed and compared 
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with the assessors’ warrants and with the ledger. 1e 
abatements were checked to the assessors’ record of abate- 
ments, and a list of uncollected ‘taxes was drawn off. — 
verification of this list was made by mailing notices 
various persons whose accounts remained unpaid, and 
replies received indicate that the outstanding accounts as_ 
taken from the commitment books are correct. Tables 
showing commitments, collections, abatements, and 
collected accounts are appended to this report. 
The cash and securities of the Weston Memorial Lib 
Fund and the Cemetery Perpetual Care Fund were 
amined, the income being computed and found to be- 
reported.

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REPORT OF BOARD OF HEALTH 


BeBRUARY 3, 1923. 


“Public Health Work” has for its objective the preven- 
tion of disease. The common communicable diseases, while 
of short duration, take their toll of life and money. The 
The diseases of adult life that cost all of us so much in cash, 
anxiety, lost friends and hopes, are usually planted in child- 
hood, and most of them can be prevented if recognized 
early. Every life saved or sickness avoided means real 
money to your town which may be spent in trade, improve- 
ments or recreations. WHY do the large stores and in- 
dustries spend thousands of dollars to keep their employees 
healthy? It is not their love for mankind, but a strong 
business investment which has proved itself over and over 
again. lor every hour lost by sickness, or a trained em- 
ployee lost by death means hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars lost over a period of time. Such work has already in- 
creased the average length of life by fifteen years since 
1870. If such work is of value to one group of people, why 
should it not be useful to us? 

If you take a quart of milk a day, would you give one 
quart to know that the other 364 quarts were clean and 
safe for your children to drink? 

Would you give a loaf of bread to know that your other 
bakery products were clean and wholesome?

The thirty-second annual report is herewith submitted. 

Circulation for the year 1922 is the largest of any year 
in the history of the Library, 12,203 volumes, of which fic- 
tion was 10,828 volumes and non-fiction 1,475 volumes. 
Comparison with the circulation of 5,876 volumes, the last 
year (1910) of the Library in the Town Hall, shows what 
our library facilities now mean to the community.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


To the Citizens of the Town of Sandwich: 


We were obliged to close the year 1922 with a deficit, ” 
which we feared, after carfully planning a budget whicla 
seemed to call for more than our appropriation. 


There are always unlooked for expenses which began 
with the distributing of heat through the four new rooms 
in School Street building, costing $200.00; The heating 
plant is the most expensive to keep in repair, as the fur- 
naces must needs be repaired every year and kept so, as” 
far as possible. The fuel question hangs upon this, and the | 
committee has been obliged to purchase coal of any kind - 
or quality and pay the price. 

Jarvesville schools burned wood and the other schoc 
have been kept comfortable even though the coal has be 
varied and obstinate. The same janitors serve this year 
at the same price, twenty dollars for High and Schoo 
Street schools, and three dollars for one room at Jarves- 
ville, or four dollars for both rooms. . 


Another expense was a new ceiling in the primary a 
at School Street. The Committee decided to use ne 
board instead of plaster on account of the constant » 
of the outside doors and continuous travel overhead. — 
cost was $75. The commissioners condemned the | 
at Jarvesville and ordered a bank of windows on « a 
side of the building, and no light to come in at the e 


' 
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This cost, with an extra window in School Street building, 
was about $300. The commissioner of sanitation also con- 
demned the conditions of the out buildings at School Street 
School and planned cement floors and vaults. This was 
carried out under his supervision at a cost of $112, including 
some work at Jarvesville. The transportation from East 
Sandwich and Spring Hill was advertised and the following 
bids were received. Mr. James Gavoni, $8.00 per day; Mr. 
T. Eldred Holway, $8.00 per day ; Mr. Mark H. F. Ellis, $7.00 
per day, given to Mr. Ellis. Mr. Clayton R. Burke still 
drives the barge from South Sandwich, Forestdale and 
Wakeby at $58.00 per week. Mr. La Forest J. Carpenter 
is paid $5.00 per week for transportation of his daughter. 
Supplies are expensive, but the pupils must be kept busy 
and many supplies are needed. School buildings and their 
contents are well insured. This year a renewal of $4,000 
on School Street building and contents. Premium $107.94, 
and $2,000 on High School building, premium $21.60. Both 
school barges were also insured at a cost of $291.60 

The salaries of our teachers are criticised but in com- 
parison with teachers’ salaries in 45 towns in our state, 
with conditions nearest like our own (less than 5,000 popu- 
lation and supporting a high school), the figures are not 


‘extravagant, and Sandwich stands as follows. Salaries of 


the Elementary Schools stand 33 from the highest and 
salaries of the High School stand 10 from the highest 
though many towns are paying about the same

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The list of teachers shows few changes. Efficient teach- 
ers are the one great requisite to a school system. While 
our salaries are below the average paid in other towns, 
our teachers are especially well fitted by training and 
experience for their work. The decided advantages of 
having only one grade for a teacher are being felt in the 
superior work which it is possible to do both for the class 
and for the individual. It is interesting to note that the 
average size of schools per teacher throughout Massachu- 
setts is 25 in the country and 30 in the cities. 


One of the duties of parents is to see that scholars are 
regular and punctual in their attendance. While the gen- 
eral response along this line is excellent there are still a 
few parents whose carelessness is working a true hard- 


ship to the scholar and school. 


The question of home study, especially in the upper 
grades and high school, is another matter that should 


concern the parent. If scholars are to receive full benefit 


of the opportunities offered, some home study is necessary 
and parents should see that this is done regularly and under 
suitable conditions. This year the report cards are sent 
home every four weeks for the purpose of keeping the par- 
ents in closer touch with the work their children are doing. 
A careful examination of these reports by the parents with 


‘an inquiry into the reasons for low marks will aid greatly. 


While many factors enter into the success of school 


work, health is first and foremost. The work of school 
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physicians, school nurses, dentists, oculists, ete. is bring- — 
ing splendid results. 


In Bourne, Falmouth, Harwich, Yarmouth and other — 
nearby places, hot lunches are provided at noon and milk 
procured for consumption at recess. The efforts along © 
these lines of our school nurse and others interested, are 
most commendable. Children leaving home early, some- 
times with a hurried breakfast, should be given advantage 
of all that our limited space and accommodations will allow. 
The results of this work are far reaching to the individual — 


and to the community.

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REPORT OF MUSIC SUPERVISOR 


Superintendent of Sandwich Schools: 


A definite course of music study is given in the Sand- 
wich schools, and it is the aim of both supervisor and 
teachers to present the subject as an art and a science. 

The “Progressive” system is used in all grades, with 
the ‘students’ song book” by McCouwathy in the High 
School. The pupils in the first grade are taught rote songs, 
with syllables the last of the year. In the second grade this 
‘work is continued with syllables by rote until the end of 
the fifth month, when books are used and the simpler form 
of song study begins. 

Grade Three—finds the pupil doing serious song study, 
and learning the different keys. 

i Grade Four—presentation of time and key problems, 
and sight singing. 

‘Grade Five—Two part singing, with alternate parts, as 
‘the average boy’s voice has not yet changed. 

_ Grade Six—Two part singing, advanced theory work. 

In the Jarvesville school, excellent work has been done. 
Two and three part singing with ready application ot 
syllables. We have studied the opera Lohengrin, and at 
the present writing we are taking up Aida. The pupils have 
shown marked interest in their music, and are trying to 
raise money to purchase a Victrola.’ 

The High School chorus work has consisted of songs 
‘rom the song book with some supplementary material. 
The girls’ chorus has a word of recommendation due them. 
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Music appreciation is given to the Freshman class as a_ 
separate subject. Note books are kept, and written tests © 
given. The study of orchestral instruments has been both — 
interesting and beneficial. Singing games and dances are — 


used in the earlier grades.

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REPORT OF THE COMMUNITY NURSE. 


_—__. 


To the Citizens of the Town of Sandwich: 


It is with regret that the report of the Health work in the 
school for the first half of the year 1922 must be left a blank 
except for the tabulated report and a few facts gathered hére 
and there. During this period the Community Nursing As- 
sociation were given permission to do nutrition work in the 
schools. Owing to the warm weather and lack of adequate 
facilities nothing definite was done until November, when all 
pupils were weighed and measured and the degree of nutrition 
determined. 7 
, JLhirty four grade pupils were found to be 10% or more 
underweight. Work was commenced at once to overcome this 
condition. Ail homes were visited and the parents urged to 
provide milk for this group of children to be taken in the mid- 


dle of the morning. Every teacher has given her most hearty 
support to this work and with few exceptions the pupils and 


parents have been keenly interested. 

Over 50% have made decided gains and will make their nor- 
mal weight before the close of the school year. The others 
have had a complete physical examination by the school phys- 
ician to determine the cause of their failure to gain. 

The acute colds that the boys and girls have been suffering 


from has been discouraging too but we trust will have no other 


serious effect and all will soon be again showing marked 
improvement. i: 
The Community Nursing Association has been interested in
